F^hermore, no sheep 
owner has any business depend- 
ing upon the other fellow doing 
it. It is a personal matter. If 
each man does not save his own 
ewe lambs he deserves . to do 
without. ^ 

It may be difficult to carry the 
hunbs through the summer, bat 
we can do it ^ifcesafhlly if pro- 
per metiwda are oaad. Heraaad 
tiMfo all over the ahaap-prodoe- 
iagaaetkaialBrmsi 
haaba thraoi^ the 
ceesfoUy and dtsprovrag tlie fall- 
acy that they will have to die. 

It is mainly a matter of dodg- 
ing the stomach worm, and this 
can be done by changing pasture 
often. It is desirable to change 
the sheep once a week through 
the hot part of the summer and 
less freqamtly as the days be- 
eoBM cooler. After the sheep 
are raawvad ftoma fleUthay 
•ahoold ba kept off foraahmga 
p e riod as pnaticaL 

This calls for aeveral ileldB,bot 
if the beet possible ia done the 
results will osoally be very good 
As soon as clover hay is cut or 
wheat hearvested the sheep and 
ewe lambs that are to be saved 
should be put on one of these 
fields. In a short while they can 
be changed from the wheat to 
the bay stabble or vice vma.

Sparc the Com Saots. 

In a foar>year experiment at 

the Virginia Experiment Station 
corn cultivated three times made 
three pecks more to the acre than 
corn cultivated five times. Corn 
kept free from weeds with the 
least possible St iring of the soil 
made ten bushels less to the acre 
than the corn cultivated three 
times. In a series of exper- 
iments ranning over several 
years and covering every part of 
the country where com Js exten- 
sively grown, the killing (tf the 
weeds witfaoot cultivation has 
hu given practically the 
same results as thorough cultiva- 
tion. Only in the South and the 
drier parts of the West has culti- 
vation given better results than 
simple weed-killing. Some farm- 
ers might conclude from this 
that they can ^ord to leave 
theh: com fields imcuitivajted, or 
that they can quit cultivating 
very early. EStiier oonelosion 
would be rieky. SomU yields re- 
sult whenever weeds are allowed 
to grow. The largest yields have 
come from fields cultivated more 
than the usual number of times. 
Late cultivation of corn may pay. 
It will pay only when the early 
cultivation has been frequent 
and when the late cultivation is 
very shallow. 

It is b^ond question that 
many farmers reduee thrir yields 
of com by the Isst oae/>r two 
woridngs they give it. The val- 
ue of com roots is not yet appre- 
ciated. Any ^tivatkm that de- 
stroys many roots is likely to do 
harm rather than good. Kfll the 
weeds in the corn field and spare 
the roots of the com.— Southern 
Agriculturist .

' )ii that occasion the Germans lost 
oi!i5 machine, according to theBrltish 
rh.oogh Berlin claimed all Its ma- 
cliiiios returned safely. This time, 
Ii jwever, four of the German Baiders 
were brought down, one by anby aV- 
i itnrs at the mouth of the Thames and 
I .iree after an engagement with Brit- 
ish naval aTlatoia forty miles ' out at 
sea on the return trip. 

Furthermore, British Airmen at 
Daoklrk, aeraas the diannei, who 
'^.'Ht out looking for the raiders and 
i.iilud to find them, did such effective 
I epressive work on othw German alr- 
cr ifr that seven hostile machines were 
ii-.counted for within a brief period. 



recent effort to drive the French from 
4-thelr commanding positions on the 
Chemin des Dames, and on the Aisne 
front, the Germans are u6w turning 
th^ attenttaa to the Ohampagne,-ai^ 
parently with a similar purpose. 

Attacks were made by the Crown 
Prinoe'ft ' troopa last night on the 
French lines west of Mont Cornillet 
and southeast of Talmre. The drives 
evidently were not of aueh Intenaity 
as was that earlier In the week along 
the Aisne, and the Paris otficlal re- 
port saya they were eaally repnlsed. 

The artillery fighting is proceeding 
vigorously in these and other sectors 
of the Chsmpagne. In the Veidun 
region also the French guns are active. 
With the evident effort of making the 
German tren^Ma waet and Horth of 
mil 304 untenable, General Petain's 
artillery is pouring a desnructive fire 
upon them. Apparently the Crown 
Prince has none to secure a hold on 
such ground here as his troops were 
able to sella in tbeir sadden rush a 
few days ago 

London is reticent as to what la go- 
ing on along the British front In 
France, where there have been indica- 
tions,that some impc^rtant moTomeot 
wa^n prospect The only activity re- 
ported was a nocturnal raid on British 
outposts near Bullecoort, which was 
repalsed. 

In Macedonia there is son^e revival 
of activity, but seemingly not on a 
large scale Boemy troops, probably 
Bulgarians, launched an assault on 
the ridge west.of Doljoli, southwest of 
Lake Dolrao, but were ocnnpeDed by a 
British counter-attack to rdlnqvldi 
the footing thej obtained.

This year, all over the United States, 
people are trying hard tb gfow every 
food plant as abundantly as possible. 
The people of Adair county are doing 
their part in this great osovement, 
but before we decide that we have 
done all we can do for this year in the 
way of planting let as sse If wa can't 
think of some other crop we can atiU 
plant that will be valuable. 

The Soathem or Blackeyed Pea.— 
It Is a common practice in many parts 
of thesouthto sow cow peas between 
the rows of corn after the corn is laid 
by. This practice ought to be more 
common. Everybody who has a 
corn field ought to do it. 

There is a form of cow peas called 
the blackeyed pea, and another called 
the 'crowder,' that oot only makes 
good food for stock and improves the 
soil, but makes good food for people 
too. / 

Some people begin to use the pods 
of these peas while the/ are still ten- 
der Just as they use snap beans. They 
are best, however, after they become 
large enough to shell. They can then 
be used like 'butter bean^:' either 
while green, or when they have fully 
rlpMMd Uiey can be kept all winter 
and used as dried beana an aaad. 

The Demand for Them is Growing. 
—Last fall they were sold green on 
the Nashville I^ari^et in traya -that 
would hold about a pint. Later they 
were sold dry by the pound. At 



Christmas time they wmo selling at 
three pounds fur twanty-five cents. 
At present, they are fifteen eswia a 

pound. 

Ttftre is do question that every 
b isliel grown in Adair county this 
year will find a market. Of course 
our fresh vqjfetaUes and fruit cannot 
bu marl{eted yet in the cities on ac- 
cuunt of our poor transportation fa- 
cilities, bat It will not be k>ng until 
our roads will be good enough |to put 
us wittiin reach of Louisville within 
Uiree or four boars by aato-truck. 

Now is a Good Time to Plant Black- 
e\ ed Peas in Corn.— Witliln a few daya 
most eorn will be laid by. It would 
bf an excellent plan to drill a row of 
peas loet ween the corn rows. If sown 
now tney will mature about corn cut- 

ti.'vtime. They can then be picked 
and atored for winter. 

If desired for hay, it la not a dllB- 

cult matter to pull the viaes by hand 

or cut them with a corn linife about 
the time the earliest pods are full 
grown. Tills plan would help provide 
means of making many an old cow 
smile on winter evenings when other- 
wise she might weep, and it certainly 
is a quicker way to gather fodder and 
better fodder than pulling the fodder 
fromoom. 

If the "peas are'not desi red in any of 
the above ways, hogs can be turned 
inpo the corn field when the peas be- 
gin getting ripe and thereby be 6n 
abled to take on a good many l.S-cent 
pounds without injuring the corn 

Of course the ordinary speckled cow 
peas can be sabetitoted (or tlM black- 
eyed type, bat moat people prefer the 
blackeyed pea or ttie 'crowoer' when 
they are to be used for the table.
